Letter by the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

At n meeting of the Committes of the 
Hongkong General Chambor of Commerce 
on the Ist inst., the following lettor was 
rond :— : 

Hongkong Goneral Chamber of Conmoree, 
Hongkong, 30th Nov., 10 3 

Sir,—1 am instructed to acknowledgo 
tho receipt of your predecessor's letter of 
the 24th ultimo intimating that His 
Excollenoy Sir Henry Blake was unable

to agreo te tho alteration in tho law. 


contemplated in my Jotter of the 19th 
ultimo, cr to appreciate tho hardship 
involyed iu the flying of tho red fsg. 
Mention ix alsa made that in nine cases 
out of ten the Harbour Master's permis- 
sion is obtained prior to the entry of 
theyships into the harbour. : : 
Tt happens, however, that the exception 
ix in most instances a mail steamer which 
it is of the utmast importance not to un- 
necessarily delay in the ports en route. 
These mail ships invariably carry their own 
mails and their Ayonts are thus unable to 
file pavticulara of any dangerous goods 
which may bo on board in advance of tho 
arrival of the vessol. In order to conform 
with the prosont Harbour Regulations it is 
obtigatory for such ship to fly the red flug 
and to remain in the Dangorons Goods 
Anchorage (which is, for cbyious rea- 
fons, Si.uated in an out-of-way part of 
ths harbour) for some hours to enable tho 
necossary permission to be obtiined from 
the Harbour Master to move alongside tho 
Wharf or to hor moorings amongst the 
genoral shipping. Detention of this nature 
may not infrequently cecur where the only 
Ammunition on board is a caso of safety 
cartridecs, which my Committee think the 
Government can hardly consider suffictent 
reason to justify delaying any vessel, His 
Excellency the Officer Administering tho 
yermment will, my, Committee trust, 
and that the existing regul- 
“ation pre rory hardly on-an-expensive- 
class of ship simply because it happens to 
Le earrying ammunition on board in small 
quantitics which iv the Treaty Ports of 
China are not deemed dangerous, My 
Committee merely ask that similur facili. 
ties in this reapect may be granted here 
to thase existing inthe Chinese Treaty 
‘orta. . 
Tho Committee of the Chamlés aro well
